Miss Exton was a distinguished geographer and her clear and interesting 
lectures were evidence of her ability to pass on knowledge. She had taught 
geography at Talbot Heath School, a post which she gave up when she adopted twin 
girls. It is a happy connection that Miss Mary Exton is a member of the BNSS and 
she recently gave a lecture on photgraphy which was much enjoyed. 

Senior members recall with pleasure the longer field meetings which Miss Exton 
inaugurated and which provided a holiday as well as an opportunity for scientific 
exploration. Many places were visited, North Wales, Land's End, the Isle of Wight, 
and her geographical knowledge of each district was phenomenal. She would disclaim 
knowledge of geology, saying, ‘Geography is what is above ground - geology below’, 
but despite that on the excursions she was often affectionately addressed as ‘Miss 
Greensand’. These meetings were meticulously planned and reconnoitered, with a kind 
wish to accommodate individual needs. She also led half day walks, for example in 
the Lower Gardens, for those who found a full day too tiring. 

At the age of 81 Miss Exton was still very active and she took up a new 
challenge, writing seven booklets on Dorset. These have proved most popular and 
have sold over two thousand copies. 

The Society is grateful for the contribution made by Miss Exton.

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PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


B.N.S.S. 1974 - 1988 - A PERSONAL VIEW 
by Mrs. Jessie George 


Delivered before the Society on the 8th October, 1988 


Having joined the Bournemouth Natural Science Society on the 8th October 
1974, and now finding myself elected President on the 8th October, 198&, I have 
felt, perhaps, that it is an appropriate time to summarise what has been 
experienced over the years, and its influence on someone like myself. 

I don't know how many of you remember Miss Dorothy Clamp, a former member of 
this Society, but it was she who suggested that I and my husband might join. We 
weren't too certain how much time we should be able to spare for this, as we were 
already pretty heavily committed, but, anyway, we filled in application forms and 
were duly accepted into the Society. 

When we Saw our first quarterly BNSS programme, we were amazed to see what an 
extremely full programme it was. It was soon realised that the output of this 
Society in one year is simply prodigious, and the wealth of knowledge and 
interest dispensed quite unique in one Society. Each quarter there is such a 
tempting assortment of lectures and Field Meetings that, inevitably, one is drawn 
to participate more and more. 

Founded as it was in 1903, I feel that the organization of this Society is 
simply tremendous, and a miracle of evolution and devolution. That speakers can 
be found for so many lectures, often from our own members, leaders found for so 
many Field Meetings, the museum artefacts and expanding library kept catalogued, 
the building kept in good order, the finances balanced,- opportunities found for 
Open days and social events, and the garden a continuing and growing joy, is a 
tribute to the many dedicated members of Council under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
George Parkinson. . 

Indeed, it can be said that there is something for everyone here, and my own 
experience has been that, whereas a lecture or Field Meeting may appear to be 
within a particular Section of the Society, so often other aspects creep in, 
increasing interest in other Sections. 

Even with ASTRONOMY, which is a particularly specialised subject, geography 
can creep in, especially with lecturers like Mr. Adrian Owen, who travels to all 
parts of the world to view eclipses and has already given us several lectures on 
his success in this area. So many excellent illustrated lectures from a lively 
team have encouraged a growing interest in this Section. 

The first Field Meetings I attended under the heading of ARCHAEOLOGY & 
HISTORY were led by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas in 1975 and were to Stratfield Saye 
House, near Reading, home of the Dukes of Wellington since 1817, and to the 
National Trust village of Lacock, including a conducted tour of the Abbey and a 
visit to the then newly established Fox-Talbot photographic museum. Since being 
introduced to Lacock, my husband and I have re-visited it many times, and always 
with renewed pleasure. 

One well remembered lecture, in 1979, was by Miss Winsome Davis entitled "An 
Archeological Tour of Sicily". It is believed that this was Miss Davis’ first 
lecture to the Society; it was received with acclaim, and, as you know, she has 
Since become Chairman of the Geography Section and a most popular speaker and 
leader of Field Meetings. 

More recently, many lectures and Field Meetings have been much enjoyéd under 
the expert Chairmanship of Mr. Graham Teasdill, including a visit to the 
Submarine museum of Gosport. 
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For someone like myself whose knowledge of BOTANY has been restricted to the 
more common plants found in the garden, it has been a real joy to accompany 
people like Mr. Bob Lees, Mrs. Dorothy Dain, and Mrs. Molly Saunders, on Botany 
expeditions, listening and learning all the time. Then there have been lectures 
by people like Mr. and Mrs. Parish, with their excellent photographs and joint 
commentary, and the pleasure of acquiring their book on Wild Flowers. 

1983 was the year that Mr. Clayton of -the Royal Horticultural Society joined 
uS, and he gave us an excellent lecture on the RHS, followed by a visit there in 
the September. It was quite a large party of us; it was interesting to see that 
the rock garden had been rebuilt and other changes made. 

Miss Mary Blower, who had taken over the care of the garden here, was most 
appreciative of Mr Clayton's advice as Deputy Garden Chairman, and it was such a 
tragedy that he died so soon after joining us. 

It has been such a pleasure to get to know Mrs Stella Thomas, who took over 
the Chairmanship of the Botany Section in 1981, and now the present Chairman, Mrs 
Crane. 

Even with so many different Sections, there are some lectures and Field 
Meetings which can only be classed as GENERAL. One lecture in particular comes to 
mind, that given by Mrs. Sparkes in August, 1987, entitled "Vexillology’”. 
Vexillology? This was an unknown subject, but a look in the dictionary disclosed 
that it was, surprisingly, a study of flags, and Mrs. Sparkes' lecture on such an 
unusual subject was much enjoyed. 

For me, the most memorable events under the General heading have been two 
Field Meetings organised by Mrs. and the late Mr Thomas, the first a five-day 
Field Meeting to Worcester in April, 1978, and the second a seven-day Field 
meeting to Cornwall in May, 1980. These have already been fully reported in the 
Proceedings for both these years. 

However, highlights I have remembered of the Worcester trip have been the 
village of Burford in the Cotswolds, its medieval toll] house, originally used as 
a wool exchange, and its interesting church. 

Then Worcester itself, its so-called "New Street", with its timbered 
buildings, and a visit to the Royal Worcester Porcelain Museum. 

On another day, a visit to Stokesay Castle in Shropshire, a twelfth century 
manor house with an incredible gallery perched on top with an undulating tudor 
oak floor. 

Deep in "black and white" country, the villages, among others, of Pembridge 
and Weobley. 

In contrast, the eighteenth century inland port of Stourport-on-Severn, with 
its basin and the entrance to the Staffordshire and Worcester Canal. 

And, finally, on the way home, the magnificent abbey at Tewkesbury and more 
fine timbered riverside houses. 

Of the Cornish trip, I remember the cowslips on the grassy cliff top behind 
our hotel and the rocky coastline at Newquay, the china clay workings and museum 
at St. Austell, the eighteenth century village of Charlestown built as a port for 
St. Austell and more recently used in a television serial. 

The old post office and castle ruins at Tintagel and, just up this very 
dangerous coast, the difficult harbour of Boscastle. 

The enormous slate quarry at Delabole, after 400 years one of the largest in 
the world. The fantastic outcrop of Roche Rocks with a 15th century chapel 
perched on the top. Gwennap Pit, a collapsed pit converted to a Wesleyan 
amphitheatre, the streets of St. Ives, justifiably an artists' colony, and, 
finally, the clapper bridge at Dartmeet. 

I don't know when Mr. and Mrs. Thomas started these field Meetings, the two 
we went on were numbers ten and eleven, and there was a twelfth, but they must 
have represented a terrific amount of ef fort and organisation spread over a great 
number of years. Regretfully, these were the only two such Field Meetings we were 
able to join. 

There have, of course, been very many lectures and other Field Meetings under 

this General heading dur ing the past fourteen years, and one in particular was to 
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the Westonbirt Arboretum near Cirencester one October. We were so fortunate, the 
autumn colours were absolutely at their best, and it was a wonderful sight. I see 
from the current programme that there is a further Field Meeting to Westonbirt on 
the 28th October next, and hope that the colours will be as good. 

GEOGRAPHY is a subject which, it is felt, appeals to most people, and this 
Section has given much pleasure over the years. It also brought about a 
friendship with Miss Mollie Collinson who, it may be remembered, gave several 
illustrated lectures on her travels, showing not only the places visited, but the 
people as well. Sadly, Miss Collinson died in 1980, but I still have some of her 
slides, of Yugoslavia and Greece. 

In August 1982, Miss Davis, by then Chairman of the Geography Section, 
arranged a Field Meeting to the Weald and Downland Open Air Museum and West Dean 
college and gardens. The sun shone brightly all day, and one of the restored 
cottages in the Open Air Museum was a medieval cottage called "Bayleaf" which has 
rather stuck in my memory. There were, of course, very many others, and it is 
understood more have been added since. The West Dean college housed a number of 
craft ventures, and had an interesting garden behind. 

Other Field Meetings have been to Nunney Castle and Glastonbury Abbey, | 
including the Somerset Rural Museum, to Smedmore House at Kimmeridge, where 
Colonel Mansel made us most welcome, describing his beautiful home with much 
enthusiasm, and to Sherborne Old Castle and Sandford Orcas Manor. 

It is not possible to detail all the lectures and Field Meetings enjoyed 
within this Section; as you know, Miss Davis is herself a most popular and gifted 
speaker on places as far distant as Tibet and China; she has a happy knack of 
encouraging others to give lectures, and all her Field Meetings are booked to 
capacity. It is quite an experience to be in the largest coach which can be 
hired, sneaking down narrow country lanes not much wider than the coach itself, 
with the hazard of bends too sharp for the coach to negotiate. 

My first contact with the GEOLOGY section was when Mrs. Beryl Taylor was 
Chairman, and her deputy, Mrs, Molly Saunders, led a Field Meeting to Studland to 
hear the "singing sands". Apparently, Studland is one of only four places in 
Britain where, if conditions are right, the sands, when trodden on, emit a 
Squeaky Singing sound. Evidently conditions were not right on the day we went, as 
we did not find any singing sands, but we had an enjoyable day anyway. 

As you all must know, the Dorset Coast is famous for its geology, as the 
whole range of the Jurassic rocks can be seen in its cliffs. Since the early 
1980s, my husband and I have enjoyed a succession of geological Field Meetings 
led by former member, Mr Gerry Mouat, then by Mrs. Molly Saunders and 
subsequently by Mrs. Vera Copp, the present Chairman of the Geology Section. 
These have covered almost the whole of this coast from Swanage to Weymouth, 
including Handfast Point, Winspit, Chapmans Poole, Hounstout, Worbarrow Bay, 
Swyre Head, and, the highest point of all, White Nothe, looking across Ringstead 
Bay to Weymouth and Portland Bill. 

The Wytch Farm oil project on Studland Heath has been much in the news in 
recent years, and in 1985 a Field Meeting was made to the site. It was 
interesting to see the "nodding donkeys" and the installation as it was then, and 
to hear about the problems at that time. The undertaking has since changed hands, 
and even greater production is being sought from more and more wells. 

From fossil fuels to fossil elephants, or mammoths. Earlier this year, some 
brochures appeared in the hall here advertising an Exhibition of Mammoths in 
Shropshire. Having become aware of the fact that there is a collection of mammoth 
remains from various localities in Southern England actually held in this 
building, my husband and |! took advantage of an opportunity to call to see the 
exhibition. 

It appears that a large collection of mammoth bones, including the complete 
skeleton of a male mammoth, had been found in a sand and gravel pit near 
Shrewsbury. The find was said to be one of the best in Europe, and also 
established that mammoths were still in Britain some 5,000 years after they were 
Supposed to have become extinct. 
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I. don't know who supplied the brochures, but they resulted in a very 
interesting visit. 

HORTICULTURE is a section which has only comparatively recently appeared in 
the Society's programmes. it would be difficult to imagine these premises without 
the lovely garden, looked after over the years by a succession of dedicated 
members, and now under the expert chairmanship of Miss Mary Blower . It is so 
pleasant to wander round to see what is new, and Miss Blower is nearly always 
there to identify new plants and to talk about her plans. So many plants and 
cuttings raised by her for sale have found their way into our garden at nome. 

A recent Field Meeting arranged by Miss Mary Blower was to the Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Kew, where, in spite of a rather grey day, a most memorable time was 
had, especially for me as I can remember going there as a child when the entrance 
fee was just one old penny. It was interesting to view the new Princess of Wales 
conservatory with its many diverse climates. As for the Temperate House, it 
looked so much like as I could remember it that I was astonished to see by the 
plaque at the entrance that it had been completely rebuilt and reopened by the 
Queen in 1980. Hardly any evidence of last year's hurricane could be seen. A most 
enjoyable day, and a Field Meeting I hope Miss Blower will be able to repeat. 

Many of you will remember Miss Ursula Ogle, a past President, Vice-President, 
and the Chairman of the PHOTOGRAPHY Section for many years. 

One audio-visual show called “The Secret Valley" made quite an impression on 
me; this was of a string of villages along the River Ebble, near Salisbury, quite 
remote but lovely, and evermore referred to by us as "the secret valley”. 

For some years now, the Photography Section has been under the Chairmanship 
of Mrs Obee, and what a marvellous selection of audio-visuals and lectures she 
has been able to put on, not only by professionals but by self-confessed amateurs 
like our own member, Mr Eames, who appears so regularly on our programmes and 
whose recent lecture entitled "Camera Concerto" was so enjoyed and well justified 
the many hours spent in its preparation. 

Mr Crawshaw had just become the Chairman of the PHYSICS AND CHEMISTRY Section 
in 1974, and my husband and I came to as many of the lectures and Field Meetings 
arranged by him as we could, as, indeed, we have done under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Colyer. Some of these have been of quite an advanced nature, and, for me, I 
feel that the understanding has in no small measure been due to the skill with 
which the lecturers have treated the topics. 

One lecture I have remembered was by an ex-colleague of my husband's, Mr F.S. 
MacGregor, on Refuelling in Flight, and others have been on the Sounds of Musical 
Instruments by Mr. Oldham, and a British Telecom lecture on Digital Transmission 
through Optical Fibres; I had often wondered how it was possible that so many 
thousand telephone messages could be transmitted by one cable. 

A Field Meeting to the Paint Research Association at Teddington was of 
particular interest, as at one time in my career I was Company Secretary to a 
firm of Paint Manufacturers. More recently, other Field Meetings have been to 
Waterworks at Christchurch, which almost turned into an ornithological session, 
with the numbers of swifts, house martins, swallows and other birds flying 
overhead, and to the Blue Circle cement works at Westbury, where we were al] 
given hard hats and white coats for our protection. 

When it comes to factory visits, my husband has to watch that I don't get my 
head too close to the machines, and, somehow, I can always find a few questions 
to ask! 

Coming next to ZOOLOGY,this Section is divided into three, Entomology, 
Mammalia and Ornithology. Fea 


With Entomology, I never thought I would be so interested in bugs and 


butterflies until I met Miss Brooks and experienced her enthusiasm in this 
Subject, and her lectures and wonderful photographs have really opened my eyes. 
We are now the proud possessors of a copy of her book on British Butterflies, and 
hope that one day we shall be able to add the one which is being produced on 
Moths. 

Talking of moths, once, when we were out and about, we saw on the side of a 
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wooden shed a very distinctive moth looking just like a broken twig, with its 
wings curved round its body, and remembered we had actually noticed one just like 
it in our garden. 

As you know, a particular feature of Open Days in recent years has been the 
display of butterflies and other creatures brought along by Miss Brooks, with 
Suitable food, letting the wild creatures free at the end of the day. 

Coming now to the Mammalia Section, it has been a great pleasure to be taken 
to the New Forest by Miss Bennetts and her deputies and to be given the 
opportunity of seeing some of the wild creatures there. I can remember going to 
Holly Hatch, seeing deer in the far distance from Splash Bridge and Holly Hatch 
Cottage, seeing a badger and deer tracks in the snow at Holidays Hill. The 
booklet on Sika deer written by Miss Bennetts is a valued addition to my 
bookshelf. 

I. have lost count of the many lectures given by Miss Bennetts since 1974, on 
such exotic countries such as the Galapogos Islands, and even by hot air balloon 
in Kenya! I can remember one illustrated lecture she gave of a trip, I think it 
was to Nepal, where the mode of transport was by elephant, but there have been so 
many others. To me, she seems to have been so very enterprising to visit all 
these countries and bring back such a wonderful record of her various journeys 
and the animals she has met. 

Also under this Section, I can remember several lectures given by Mrs. Arnold 
on Western Canada, and so enjoyed the views of the Rockies, an area I would have 
loved to visit. 

But, in fact, every single lecture or Field Meeting which I have managed to 
attend under this Section has been full of interest. 

Of the Ornithological Field Meetings, I can remember over the years going to 
Stanpit Marshes, the Arne Peninsula, Studland Beach (on a very cold wintry day), 
also to Mark Ash in the New Forest, while, further afield, to the Wildfowl Trust 
Grounds at Slimbridge and, more recently, the Hawk Conservancy Trust, near 
Andover. 

In many Field Meetings under other sections, such as Botany, Geology, and the 
like, there is usually Someone in the party who can point out the many birds seen 
On these occasions. 

Also, I now find I get a lot of fun trying to identify the many wild birds 
which visit our garden at home, or can be seen along the River Allen, at 
Wimborne; these include kingfishers on the river and a spotted fly catcher 
nesting in trellis against the house. 

MEMBERS DAYS arranged by Mrs Dickinson add another aspect to the Society's 
programme, and some very interesting lectures have been presented. I think we 
have all enjoyed Mrs. Parkinson's talk on tea towels - it is really amazing how 
many different kinds there are! Joint presentations have been exhibitions of 
holiday souvenirs, hobbies, and poetry readings. Members slides have been very 
popular, and full of surprises. 

I am now coming to the end of my review, but cannot end without some mention 
of other items enjoyed during the past fourteen years. The parties we have had, 
organised by the Tea and Entertainment Commitee, the garden parties, on which the 
sun nearly always shines, and at which we have had such lovely demonstrations as 
the little ballet girls in 1983, the Scottish Dancers in 1987, and this year the 
Christchurch Majorettes, for whom the rain just managed to stop in time for them 
to give their performance. Incidentally, I have seen in the local Press that 
these young people have been breaking records winning victory after victory in 
local carnivals. 

Then there are the Open Days, so important for publicising our activities, 
when we have an opportunity to show off our treasures, also the well-stocked 
library, so useful for research. 

It hasn't been possible to mention all that has been so enjoyed over the 
years, but I shall always be deeply grateful to Miss Dorothy Clamp for suggesting 
that my husband and I join the Society all those years ago in 1974, an experience 
which has had such a tremendous effect on the lives of both of us.

THE 851H REPORT OF THE COUNCIL FOR 
THE YEAR ENDED 30TH SEPTEMBER, 1988 


Introduction The year we are recording in these Proceedings has been one in 
which the customary high level of activity has been maintained. The full indoor and 
outdoor programme has taken place for the enjoyment of our members. 

The business of the Society has been conducted by its committees which have 
carried out their responsibilities without significant problems. Under’ the 
Chairmanship of Mr George Parkinson the meetings of the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee and our own meetings have been efficiently conducted and we are 
most grateful to our chairman for his leadership. 

Miss M Stocker as President has carried out her duties with dignity and 
kindness and she can look back on her year with every satisfaction. She will be 
succeeded by Mrs Jessie George who, ably supported by her husband, can look forward 
to an active year as our Head. 

A problem continually before those of us who take some part in running the 
Society is finding new members to share in the work. We need new leaders and new 
ideas to maintain our vigour and would appeal to any member looking for an 
absorbing interest to come forward to help. 

The News Letter issued with each new programme is an endeavour to keep those 
in touch with our affairs who do not take part in all our activities and to 
encourage them to come forward with ideas and suggestions. 


Finance Mr Philip Whieldon, the Treasurer, keeps a careful watch on the 
finances of the Society and makes regular reports to our monthly meetings. 

The Statement of Accounts shows that the finances of the Society are in a very 
Satisfactory state. Our views on the long term future of our finances have not 
altered in the past twelve months and a further surplus of income over expenditure 
will enable us to continue our prudent course. The sums required for maintenance in 
the coming year will be substantial in that we have yet to meet the bill for the 
replacement windows in the Lecture Hall and exterior painting and attendant repairs 
will call for substantial expenditure; these with other items in our budget can, we 
feel be met with confidence. 

The invested reserves are no longer being placed in Local Authority loans and 
all our earlier investments have been repaid. Government stocks have paid 8.8% 
interest on purchase price and gained 1% on market value. The Charifund Units paid 
8.1% on purchase price, but their market value, adversely affected by the stock 
market fall in October 1987, was still 40% up on purchase price. 

The success of the Society's financial position is due to the thorough way in 
which Mr Whieldon keeps "tabs" on our finances and in no small measure on the help 
from Mrs Towndrow, as his assistant, who especially keeps track of the subscription 
account. We thank them for all they do. Another powerful influence on our success 
is the loyal way in which members support our social events; whilst it is 
acknowledged that we all enjoy these occasions the financial outcome helps us to 


meet our running expenses without over dependence on subscriptions. 


Mr Whieldon is supported and advised by Miss Ruth Winter and Mr W.H. Lee. This 


| financial sub-committee together with the Secretary has this year made a special 
_ Study of the likely effects of the 'Poll-Tax' legislation on the Society. 


When the Act becomes law the Society's premises will be re-rated and will 
incur a liability on a National scale. It is anticipated, however that as a charity 
the liability will be substantially rebated. The sub-committee has prepared 


_ material with which to argue any assessment which seems excessive. 
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Membership The fluctuations in the number of members have followed a well 
established pattern during the past twelve months. We need a steady influx of new 
members to maintain our vitality. An influx of new members follows the Open Day in 
September hut resignations follow the demands for a new year's subscription. The 
Spring sees a further loss when those who fail to pay are deleted; the result 
overall is that we maintain a membership total of about 500. However the best 
source of new members comes from recommendation and we would appeal to all to see 
that their friends know what good value the Society offers and what friendships are 
made within our ranks. 

The membership records, gains, losses, changes of address and the like are 
kept in very good order by Mrs Hooton-Smith, as Assistant Secretary. Close 
collaboration with Mrs Towndrow ensures that we always Know how we stand anc we are 
most appreciative of all their detailed work and devotion to the interests of the 
Society. 


Activities A full programme of lectures, field meetings, expeditions and 
social functions has been on offer to members throughout the year. 

The maintenance of this high level of activity calls for a great deal of 
effort on the part of the Heads of Sections working through the committee chaired 
by Miss. K.M. Bennetts with Mrs. M Saunders as secretary. To think that this level 
of activity has been maintained for many years is a great credit to all concerned 
and we are grateful to them. Changes among the section heads from time to time are 
inevitable and this year we have parted with Mr L.E. Colyer who for two years put 
new life into the Physics & Chemistry Section and we thank him for his help. Mrs 
R.C. Crane has been looking after the Botany programme this year but finds she must 
give up due to i111 health; to her also we express our thanks. 

We now look for two new members to come forward and head these sections. 

' Miss E. Oldfield took over the leadership of the Archaeology & History Section 
a year ago to free Miss Stocker for the Presidency. Miss Oldfield has made an 
impressive contribution to the programme in the last twelve months but now hands 
the Section back to Miss Stocker. In thanking Miss Oldfield we hope she will 
continue to play an active part in some other capacity. 

The social programme which does so much to promote the friendly atmosphere in 
the Society has included the Tea Committee Birthday Party, The Garden Party, The 
President's Lunch, The New Year Party. All these events have been greatly enjoyed 
and supported to capacity. Their success is largely due to Mrs Mollie Parkinson and 
her Tea & Entertainment Committee, assisted in no small measure by Mr & Mrs 
Garlinge who undertake much of the furniture moving involved and help in other 
ways. TO all who help with this important part of the life of the Society we 
express Our warmest thanks. 

Joint meetings have been held with the R.H.S., the local branch of The 
Historical Society and The Retired Teachers Association with great success and we 

shall look for continued joint ventures in the coming year. 

Having thanked the organisers of our programme earlier in this section we must 
conc lude with an expression of thanks to the leaders of our outdoor programme, the 
chairmen of the lectures and the speakers themselves. These with the help of Mr 
Graham Wilson who projects the slides are the very nub of our success. 


Premises & Equipment The Society has added a portable radio/cassette player 
and an illuminated display case for showing lantern slides to its operating 
equipment. We have also been provided with a new cabinet to house a newly acquired 
collection of Geological specimens. We are indebted to the members who kindly gave 
us these useful items. The old sign board on the road frontage had become very 
decrepit and has been renewed. 


The House Committee has been reconstituted with the addition of Mr Peter 
Gibbs, an architect, and Mr Bill Arnold a retired builder joining the Secretary to 
look after the fabric of the building. The immediate outcome of this and a tour of 
inspection by the new committee was a recommendation to replace the windows in the 
lecture hall with new double glazed units and this work has now been carried out. A 
persistent roof leak in the lecture hall has been cured by the renewal of the flat 
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area connecting the hall to the main building. The work involved was very kindly 
carried out by Mr Arnold and we were thus saved considerable expense. 

The completion of work on the new block of flats at 41 Christchurch Road left 
us with a problem of Suitably marking our boundary. This was solved, after much 
thought by extending the paved path along the side of our building by laying 
another line of paving slabs. We thus have the advantages of the garage wall and a 
well marked boundary between the properties. The slabs were gifted to us by a 
member who wishes to remain anonymous and the work of slab laying was carried out 
by Mr. Arnold. We really are most grateful to those concerned for all this help. 

The work undertaken this year is more or less in accord with our budget. In 
the coming year we shall have to provide for exterior painting, repairs to the 
front of the House and electrical work on the first floor. 


Museum Mr Alan Willis was elected curator at the last AGM and immediately set 
about his job with vigour and interest. The two years with Mr Bill Whitsed as 
curator had produced much tidying up, the clearing of accumulated debris and the 
repair of a variety of fixtures. His successor set about surveying the collections 
and as a result has been able to put on display much that has not been seen for 
years. His exhibits in the case in the entrance hall Nave been much appreciated. 

Special mention must be made of the Geological collection. Through the good 
offices of Mrs. V.E.Copp we have acquired the Noel Chadwick collection of fossils, 
minerals and rocks, housed in the new cabinet already referred to and we are most 
grateful to the donors. Additionally we wish to acknowledge the many hours which 
Mrs Copp, Mr Delair and Mr Alec Osborn have spent in cataloguing the whole 
Geological collection. Specimen boxes have been supplied for many items to ensure 
that they are properly housed for reference. The cataloguing, still in progress, is 
very comprehensive and much of it has been recorded on computer tape. When all the 
information is completely assembled and the tape held by the Society, a ready 
reference will be available and updating, amendment etc. will be a straightforward 
Operation. The warmest. possible tribute must be paid to Mrs Copp, Mr Delair and Mr 
Osborn for their devotion. And our thanks are also here recorded. 

Mr Frank Oldham presented us with a copy of the Periodic Table of Elements. 
This has been mounted at a cost shared with other members and now provides a 
helpful reminder for those interested in the Physics & Chemistry Section. 

The collection of lantern slides which the Society has accumulated over many 
years still offers considerable potential as a source of lecture material. The 
special projection equipment required for their showing has been cleaned, repaired 
and is in good order for use by any member who is prepared to undertake the special 
approach needed to make use of this historic material. 


Library The Library continues to be a valuable source of interest for members 


| and the ready availability of books is due to the time devoted to maintaining them 


in good order and to the records to support them. We are grateful to Capt. Harwood 


and those members who work in the library for the Tuesday mornings they devote to 
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these tasks. Our report for last year referred to the view that there were a number 


of books in the library of value, some in need of repair. During the last twelve 


months Mr. J.R. Ruston, one of our life members and a man of great experience in 
the world of books, has been right through the library and in a report has drawn 


- our attention to the more important works and also those needing repair. So far as 
_the repairing is concerned we have accepted an estimate for the work to be put in 
hand. The valuation and the matters of insurance related thereto, are still under 
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discussion. We record here our very great debt of gratitude to Mr Ruston for so 
generously putting his experience at our disposal. / 


Garden The growing number of members who assemble in the garden before coming 
in for meetings is most noticeable; this is in no small way a tribute to Miss Mary 
Blower and her helpers who create the atmosphere of beauty and calm which can be 


“enjoyed there. The garden is always growing and developing, Miss Blower is forever 
/ introducing new projects, new plants and ideas. The changes from year to year may 
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be small but are continuous, for example the pond pictured in its beginings in our 
last report is now well established and a joy to see. Another addition this year is

The 1987-1988 season opened with a lecture by Mr A.G. Willis on the History 
of Ceramics and later in the year he spoke on Crown Dorset Art Pottery. He 
illustrated his talks with slides and examples of the pottery which we were able to 
examine. Few of us had known of the former existence of the Pottery founded by Mr 
Charles Collard in Green Road, Poole in 1907. In January we heard the history of 
the well-known Poole Pottery from Mr L.R. Hayward, the Poole Pottery archivist. A 
small group of members visited the museum at the Pottery on Poole Quay. 

Miss M.W.S. Davis told us of her adventurous journey to Tibet, illustrating 
her talk with slides of the mountains, temples, people and the barren countryside. 
Mrs B. Potter shared with us her experiences sailing along the Brittany Coast and 
visiting historical sites. 

Mr W.V.K. Channon was too il] to give his talk on the history of Tunisia but 
I was delighted to read it for him. This interesting talk was iliustrated by slides 
and a tape-recording. We were saddened to learn of Mr Channon's death earlier this 


year. 


Miss M. Harrison showed some Sites and Sights of Syria and Jordan including a 
visit to Petra with its temples and rock tombs. 

Nearer to home Mrs V.E. Copp talked of the characteristics of Saxon Churches. 
She suggested we visit Breamore Church, near Fordingbridge, which is a valuable and 
practically complete example of a Saxon building. 

The Brooks excavation at Winchester has been one of Britain's largest 
archaeological projects. Mr M. Morris, one of the archaeologists, told us of their 
findings. A shopping development is now being built on the site. 

Miss J. Watford lectured on the historical and geographical aspects of 


‘Northumbria. A graphic description of life in the Tower of London was given by Mr 
‘D. Bunker, a retired Yeoman gaoler. Highcliffe Castle was the setting for the talk 
‘by Mrs. O.J. Samuel. It was in 1907 when the German Kaiser, Wilhelm II, visited the 
‘Castle and undertook motoring expeditions into Dorset and Hampshire. 


We were delighted to welcome Miss A. Carter, curator of the Red House Museum. 


‘She spoke on Dress, Art and Society, showing the change in fashion as lifestyles 
changed over the years. 
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In April we held the first joint meeting with the Historical Association. The 
Subject of Dr Brian Holden Reid of the War Studies Department, King's College, 
London University, was Writing on Lawrence of Arabia. 

In conclusion, I should like to thank the officers and members of the Society 
who have helped me this year.

The activities of the section consisted of six lectures. 

The first was given on October 3rd, 1987, by Colin Pither, the well-known 
local observer. His subject was ‘Observing the Moon' from an historical point of 
view. Before the invention of the telescope the observations were by naked eye. The 
telescope revealed the moon as a mountained and cratered, airless world. The space 
age mapped it as intricately as the Earth. Amateur observations continue, however, 
for such phenomena as ‘TLP's - Transient Lunar Phenomena. Colin himself has 
discovered one of these. 

On November 7 the Chairman delivered a talk on ‘Newton and Principia’. 1987 
saw the 300th anniversary of the publication of Newton's great work, ‘Philosophiae 
Naturalis Principia Mathematica’ - the Mathematical Principles of Natural 
Philosophy. In this work Newton synthesizes the previous work of such pioneers as 
Galileo and Kepler on terrestrial and planetary motion and states his 3 laws of 
motion and the law of Universal Gravitation. ‘Principia’ dominated physics and 
astronomy and guided scientists until the new physics of the 20th century. 

The last astronomy lecture of 1987 was given by Andrew Chisholm, a_ local 
amateur astronomer, on December 19. His subject was ‘The Inner Planets', i.e. 
Mercury, Venus, Earth and Moon, and Mars. The 5 worlds resemble each other in many 
wayS - small rocky bodies close to the sun. However each has its own distinct 
Characteristics, and surface conditions, for instance, differ greatly. Mars alone 
resembles the Earth, our home planet and probably the only abode of life. 

The first lecture in the new year 1988 was given by Grahame Barnwell and was 
entitled ‘Astronomical Observations from the Equator'. A keen amateur astronomer, 
Grahame had spent ten years in Kenya, during which time he had founded the Kenya 
Astronomical Society. He talked about the many astronomical observations he had 
made from Kenya which straddles the equator. From Kenya over a sufficient period 
the whole sky can be seen (while from Britain a large part of the southern sky can 
never be seen). Grahame illustrated his talk with many beautiful astronomical 
photographic slides he had taken himself. 

On March 5 Dr Peter Clifford gave a talk about the Supernova which appeared in 
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February 1987 in the Larger Magellanic Cloud, deep in the southern skies. A 
Supernova is a star that explodes catastrophically at the end of its life and may 
outshine a whole galaxy for a while. The 1987 supernova was the closest to be seen 
(although still 160,000 light years away!) for nearly 400 years, since before the 


telescope was used astronomically. As soon as the supernova was observed, all the 
astronomers’ modern sophisticated hardware of the southern observatories was turned 
on to the star. The analysis and interpretation of the data obtained will keep 
theoreticians busy for many years. 

The final lecture was on April 30 and given by the well-known local ‘eclipse 
chaser’, amateur astronomer Adrian Owen. Appropriately his talk was about the total 
solar eclipse he had recently observed on March 18 in the Far East. This was the 
sixth total solar eclipse he had travelled to observe since 1973. Travel is 
necessary to observe totality because the ‘totality track' is restricted to a 
narrow band across the surface of the Earth. He successfully photographed the March 
1988 totality which was disinguished by a few splendid giant solar prominences - 
eruptions from the surface. The audience was treated to a series of Adrian's fine 
photographic slides of the eclipse and also his travelogue slides of his subsequent 
tour of Thailand. The next total solar eclipse visible from Britain is in August 
1999 and the totality track crosses Cornwall.

October 1987 began with a study group on Ferns followed by a tecture and 
several field meetings for Fungi which were very successful, November 3 yielding 
fifty three species and November 24 thirty nine, thanks to a spell of mild weather. 

Some interesting lectures were held on such various subjects as River Plant 
Life, Insects and Ancient Woodlands, the latter giving us an insight into the Woods 
of History and our British Heritage of beautiful old woodlands. 

When we met in January, flowers being few, we looked at trees of which there 
was a great variety, particularly conifers. In March in poor weather we were still 
able to find a few fungi. April gave us many primroses (Primula vulgaris) and 
Violets, both Dog (Viola riviniana) and Sweet (Viola odorata), Toothworts (Lathrea 
Squamaria) and the interesting Jittle ‘Clock Tower’, Moschatel (Adoxa 
moschatellina). A river walk was most enjoyable, when we found Marsh Valerian 
(Valeriana dioica). 

A new venue was introduced by Mrs M. Evelyn, Luscombe Valley near Sandbanks, 
which proved very profitable. In July we were fortunate to find the Yellow 
Birdsnest (Monotropa hypopithys) and many Pyramid Orchids (Anacamptis pyramidalis) 
and Frog Orchids (Coeloglossum Viride) in the Martin Down, Vernditch area. In 
August we were shown the rather uncommon Ivy Leaved Bell Flower (Wahlenbergia 
hederacea) among a variety of Ferns. August 30 gave us an enjoyable walk aroung 
Perrywood Ivy with a great variety of habitat. Fifty two flowers, particularly very 
large clumps of Himalayan Balsam, and quite a number of Chamomile flowers were 
found in the field opposite the Keeper's Cottage. Folds Farm and Castle Hill proved 
a very profitable area with great variety of habitat, forty species being found and 
four interesting fungi. September 9 was a fungi day at Gritnam Wood, with forty one 
species found. Altogether, as usual, it has been an enjoyable and interesting year. 

I regret that I am not able to continue as Chairman, mainly for health 
reasons, and trust someone will be able to take over soon. I would like to express 
my thanks to all who gave me such kindness and help during the last year.

Orcas Manor 


This year the Geography speakers covered areas as far apart as the British Isles 
and Tibet. 

One of our members, Mr John Elgood, who is a marine biologist, gave a very 
interesting lecture on the time which he spent in Papua, New Guinea. He showed the 
mountainous terrain of the country and the heavily wooded valleys where the rainfall 
is high and yet it is the home of brightly coloured birds. When his spell of duty in 
Papua was finished Mr Elgood took us on a tour of the countries which he visited on 
the way home as well as those visited on the way to Papua. We saw Wats (temples) in 
Bangkok and the famous floating markets, Singapore Island showing the causeway which 
was cut by the Japanese in the Second World War causing Singapore to surrender 
through lack of water, and along the New Zealand coast beautiful layers of coral. 

1987 finished with some well illustrated walks in West Wight by Mr and Mrs 
Ascher. They showed what delightful rambles there are on the Isle of Wight - only a 
ferry ride away! 

Mrs Obee's illustrated talk on South Wales showed her fine photography as well 
as many well known land marks, from the Severn Bridge to Tintern Abbey, Cardiff 
Castle and Llandaff Cathedral. It was interesting to see that some of the mining 
valleys are returning to green valleys again now that some of the pits have closed 
and have been filled in and grassed over. 

Mrs Arnold gave a talk in March on her ‘Travels on a Narrow Boat in Cheshire’. 
This recalled her journey of 92 locks and rather more than 100 miles around the 
Cheshire Ring, starting on the Bridgewater Canal. Mrs Arnold held her audience 
enthralled by the route through the centre of Manchester with its 9 wide locks, on by 
other canals, crossing the River Tame and on to the Peak Forest canal and 
Macclesfield canal. So to the Trent and Mersey canal and finally back completing the 
circle to the Bridgewater canal. Mrs Arnold gave most interesting accounts of the 
buildings and history of the countryside passed through on this unusual journey. 

The next two lectures proved a great contrast in climate. The chairman described 
life upon the Tibetan plateau among the high snow covered Himalayas, while Miss 
Bennetts told of her visit to Madagascar to see the lemurs. The island is one of the 
largest in the world and lies just off the Mozambique coast of Africa. She showed us 
pictures of the 'Malagasy' in their villages and of the ring-tailed lemurs, a shy 
animal in the trees. 

Albania Today and Southern Dalmatia were chosen by two other speakers. Mrs 
O'Shea illustrated her talk with slides which showed how well laid out and organised 
the country and its people have become after many years of Albanian communist rule. 
Mrs George's lovely pictures showed the picturesque coast of Southern Dalmatia, a 
land full of history and sunshine. 

Two local rivers formed the background of Mrs Aburrow's talk, with some racy 
details on the historical characters who lived nearby. 

Finally Mrs Joyce Gray's lecture on the Mountains and Lakes of Washington State 
showed a countryside not usually visited by tourists. They drove on forest logging 
roads and then walked for miles on the Olympic Peninsula seeing Lake Crescent and Mt. 
Olympus. There were some superb pictures of the snow capped Mt. Rainier reflected in 
the lake from the Tatouche Mts. and a visit to the ice caves which are often snow 
bound was a highlight. The pictures of the yellow swallow tail butterfly and the 
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flowers, pulsatilla occidentalis and reviva lewisia growing in the Mt. Rainier 
National park, will remain a happy memory. 


Field Meetings 


The first walk was over the national Trust land at Fontmell Down via East 
Compton. It was a gloriously warm October day and the fourteen of us were lucky to 
see two ‘Clouded yellows’ chasing each other among the bushes. 

Seventeen members joined the morning walk from Throop Mill over the fields to 
West Hurn in January and it was again a great success, while the River Stour walk the 
next month attracted twenty six people who had great fun splashing along the flooded 
paths. A kingfisher whose home was under water sat in a tree and we had a good view. 
The last walk of the season was in April along by the Frome at Moreton, another 
lovely day on which twenty five members enjoyed the countryside and the songs of a 
blackcap and willow warbler. 

In response to many requests I organised an afternoon visit to Smedmore House up 
in the Purbecks. We were greeted by the owner, Major Mansel who gave us a brief 
history of the house before we entered. Afterwards we had a delicious tea, supplied 
by the ladies of the Corfe Castle W.I. 

Fifty six members came on the second outing in July which was.to Sherborne 01d 
Castle and Sherborne. Then on to the Manor of Sandford Orcas where the owner, Sir 
Mervyn Medlycott, showed us around the delightful old house... Tea in the village 
afterwards made a good ending to a happy day. 

In conclusion I would like to thank all the members who support the various 
activities put on by the Geography section, whether walks, outings or lectures, and 
an even bigger thank you to those who give their time to lecture.

Work has been continuing behind the scenes during the year in cataloguing the 
Collection. Nearly 3,000 fossils have been named, described, labelled and smartened 
up with new little boxes. It is a slow job and after two years we are still only 
about half way through. We owe a great debt of gratitiude to Mr J.B. Delair who plods 
on with cheerful persistence. 

Mr Alec Osborn joined the Society a year ago and was delighted to find that we 
had such a fine collection of minerals, the Crallan Collection. He has spent a great 
deal of time during the past year bringing the catalogue up to date and checking the 
classifications with the latest (26th) edition of Rutley's Mineralogy. He has brought 
us dramatically into the 20th century by computerising the catalogue and the result 
is a fine comprehensive cross-indexed piece of work. 

We hope with his help and a great deal of concentrated effort on our part to 
enter the computer age ourselves with the fossil catalogue when it is completed. This 
will make the work of cross-referencing, searching and printing out of information so 
much quicker and easier. 

One of the biggest events of the year was the acquisition of the surprisingly 
rich and wide-ranging Chadwick Collection of fossils and minerals. There are about 
1,000 fossils and 500 mineral specimens and these are now being sorted and added to 
Our catalogues. We thank Mr J.B. Delair for his good offices in obtaining this 
Collection for the Society. It has a special value for us as it includes fossils from 
several Jurassic and Cretaceous localities not represented in collections elsewhere 
and also fossils from the Tertiary Beds of Suffolk and Norfolk, filling in gaps in 
our own Tertiary Collection which is one of our main strengths. 

We are again specialiy grateful to Mr J.B. Delair for a further article in his 
series of Highlights of the Collection. This series puts on printed record for the 
first time details of some of our holdings which have a special scientific interest.

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SOME HIGHLIGHTS OF THE FOSSIL COLLECTIONS 


OF THE BOURNEMOUTH NATURAL SCIENCE SOCIETY 


SERIES 2: VERTEBRATA 
by J.B. Delair 
Introduction 


As a continuation of the series inaugurated last year (Proceedings, vol.1xii, 
pt. 4), the present contribution concerns a visually rather unprepossessing but 
scientifically significant vertebra of a very large plant-eating dinosaur which 
flourished about 140 million years ago. It is, therefore, a very much older fossil 
than those noticed in series 1 of these ‘highlights’. 

In the following account and discussion of this specimen some special 
osteological terms, certain intricacies of stratigraphy, and various niceties of 
nomenclatural procedure inevitably intrude; but as this series is not intended as a 
vehicle for highly technical dissertations these are wherever possible reduced to a 
minimum and discussed in simple terms. 


I: A Sauropodous Dinosaur 
(fig. la-b 


An imperfectly preserved caudal centrum (tail vertebra) ---BNSS 0715--- of a 
sauropodous dinosaur (fig.2) from the Lower Oxford Clay (late Middle Jurassic) of 
Weymouth, is especially interesting in that it forms the first recorded occurrence 
of such a dinosaur of that age in south Dorset. Regrettably, the history of the 
Specimen previous to its acquisition by the Society is unknown. 

The centrum, which is uncrushed, is tolerably well preseved and features the 
articulated basal portion of the associated neural arch (fig.3). Typical of tail 
vertebrae in sauropodous dinosaurs, the centrum is constricted medially and is 
pierced ventrally by a large elongated vascular foramen. Both terminal faces (ends) 

of the centrum are gently concave, exhibit pentagonal outlines, and possess gently 
‘rounded margins. The principal metric dimensions of this specimen are as follows:

Although the precise stratigraphical horizon of this specimen is unrecorded, 
it is possible to establish its general position with some confidence within the 
Callovian/Oxfordian rock-sequence around Weymouth. At this juncture we may note 
that many earlier collectors of fossils used ‘Weymouth’ as an umbrella heading to 
‘embrace various less widely known fossiliferous sites adjacent to Weymouth proper. 
‘These have included Radipole, Greenhill, Melcombe Regis, Chickerell, etc., and it 
Should certainly not be suppposed that the name ‘Weymouth' on the present label 
necessarily refers to Weymouth itself, particularly as Oxford Clay occurs at each 
of the places just listed. Generally speaking, the Oxford Clay is represented in 
the Weymouth district by the Lower Oxford Clay (Callovian) and by the Middle Oxford 
clay (Oxfordian). It consists of a vertical succession of horizontal beds or zones 
‘individually characterised by distinctive ammonite species. Thus, the lowermost 
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zone of the Lower Oxford Clay is that of the ammonite Kosmoceras jason and the 
highest bed that of Quenstedtoceras lamberti, with those of Erymnoceras coronatum 
and Peltoceras athleta in between. The lowermost zone of the middle Oxford Clay is 
that of Quenstedtoceras mariae and the highest that of Cardioceras cordatum. In the 
present Context these details have more than purely academic value. 

In 1963, part of the femur of a sauropodous dinosaur, now in the University 
Museum, Oxford (reg. J.13604 OUM), was retrieved from the P.athleta zone at Crook 
Hill brickyard, Chickerell, 2 miles NW of Weymouth. As far as is known, this 
discovery has not been published before, even though on at least two counts it is a 
find of some significance: (a) sauropodous dinosaurs have not been previously 
reported from the Callovian/Oxfordian clay sequences of south Dorset, and (b) the 
find, unlike nearly all earlier discoveries of comparably aged vertebrate fossils 
around Weymouth, can be assigned to a definite horizon. As noted below, these 
details have a decided bearing upon the kind of sauropodous dinosaur represented by 
the tail vertebra under discussion and which we can now consider more fully. 

The present specimen is undoubtedly an early posterior caudal centrum which, 
in life, was probably positioned in the vertebral column about two-thirds of the 
way behind the pelvic (sacral) region towards the tip of the tail (fig. 2). Since 
caudal vertebrae in sauropodous dinosaurs provide few diagnostic features, it is 
obviously difficult to identify particular genera from isolated vertebrae like BNSS 
0715. Moreover, very few finds of sauropodous dinosaurs of Oxford Clay age have 
been made anywhere in England, and those that have occurred have usually not 
involved caudal centra. Even the most important discovery made to date, the 
incomplete hinder portion of a skeleton found near Peterborough in May 1898(1), and 
now preserved in the British Museum (Natural History), lacks most of the rear-most 
tail vertebrae. Accordingly, it is not very helpful in determining the generic 
identity of BNSS 0715, even though both it and the present specimen apparent ly 
belong to adult individuals. 

- Variously estimated to have originally been 50 feet(2) or 60 feet(3) in 
length, the Peterbourough dinosaur was initially described as Ornithopsis 
leedsi(4), but was later transferred to a related saurian previously described as 
Cetiosauraus(5), Later still it was made a type specimen of a new genus called 
Cetiosauriscus(6), a procedure not, however, subsequently much’ followed. 
Cetiosaurus leedsi is the present name by which this huge reptile is generally 
known. 

Thus, while the nomenclatural history of the most complete Oxford Clay 
Sauropodous dinosaur yet discovered now seems to be settled, the identiity of BNSS 
0715 remains uncertain as the centrum cannot be directly compared with any in the 
Peterborough reptile. Comparisons with figured tail vertebrae of allied late 
Jurassic dinosaurs discovered elsewhere show that BNSS 0715 makes its nearest 
approach to the middle posterior tail centra (nos. 28-33 behind the pelvis) of 
Diplodocous carnegii(7) (fig.4), although in certain respects it also closely 
resembles the early posterior caudal centra of a coeval dinosaur known as 
Camarasaurus lentus(8) (fig.5). Both these great dinosaurs are well known 
~osteologically from entire skeletons discovered in America at geological horizons 
considerably younger than the Oxford Clay of Britain. Interestingly, however, 
Camarasaurus-like bones have been reported from the Great Oolite (middle Jurassic) 
of the Cotswolds(9), and diplodocid remains from Wealden (early Cretaceous) strata 
on the Isle of Wight(10), so sauropodous dinosaurs apparently closely allied to 
that represented by BNSS 0715 lived in what is now Britain both before and after 
Oxford Clay times. 

Finally, it is of relevance that, at Peterborough, the boundary between the 
Callovian and Oxfordian stages lies within the zone of P.athleta(11), although most 
of the best preserved and most complete vertebrate fossils from the Peterborough 
district occur at the slightly lower horizon of Kosmoceras jason(12), and it is 
probable that the aforementioned Peterborough specimen of Cetiosaurus leedsi 
occurred in one or the other of, or between, these horizons. The incomplete femur 
previously mentioned from Chickerell, and definitely recorded from the P.athleta 
zone, comes from a site which also partly exposes the K.jason zone(13) which, as 
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just noted, has been productive of excellent vertebrate fossils around 
Peterborough. 

The lack of a precise locality for BNSS 0715 (‘Weymouth' is too imprecise) and 
the absence of documentation for the centrum generally, means that is unassignable 
to a specific horizon within the Callovian/Oxfordian sequence, and its original 
stratigraphic occurrence must therefore remain conjectural. Nonetheless, the 
concordance between the best recorded finds from south Dorset and the Peterborough 
district is considerable, whereby BNSS 0715 not improbably came from either the 
K.jason or P.athleta zones and is, therefore, in all likelihood of Lower Oxford 
Clay age. 

Despite its superficially insignificant appearance, the Bournemouth specimen 
thus possesses an interest far beyond that initially suggested. No scientific name 

can justifiably be awarded it as yet, though future discoveries will hopefully some 
day resolve that difficulty.

I thank Mrs Obee for continuing to take slides of the garden and members for 
their interest and support. To the gardeners a special thank you for your loyalty 
and help. Without my team I could not possibly do this job.

Several species of butterflies fared badly in the uncertain British weather - 
numbers of Vanessids were low during the early part of the summer, and the second 
generation of Small Tortoiseshel] (A. urticae) and Comma (P. c-album) was much 
later than usual. Some migrant Lepidoptera arrived safely; large numbers of Painted 

Lady (V. cardui) made the journey from Europe, and larvae were recorded feeding on 

_ Artichoke by Mr M. Spencer. To the dismay of gardeners, there was also a large 
influx of Large White (P. brassicae) and Small White (P.rapae). 

| Field meetings in 1988 enjoyed excellent weather, with one exception - our 

search for the large Fritillaries was cut short by heavy rain. The rare Silver- 
Spotted Skipper (H.comma) was seen for the second year running, and the Gall 

meeting under the expert leadership of Mrs M. Tiller located and identified 31 
species. 

Mr A.S. Harmer paid a welcome return visit to the Society to speak about the 
distressing decline in numbers of the British butterflies, due largely to 

destruction of their habitats. He mentioned the specific habitat requirements of 
several species, and listed the extinctions which have taken place this century. 
(One of Europe's leading experts in heathland ecology, Dr. N.R. Webb, gave us a 
| fascinating talk on heathland insects. He discussed the different types of 
heathland - wet, dry and sandy, plants characteristic of each type, and the insects 
“associated with these plants, including butterflies, moths, beetles, dragonflies, 
ants and wasps. Special mention was made of the Heather Beetle (L. suturalis) which 
feeds on Calluna and can cause widespread defoliation. The other two lectures 
_concerned a small selection of the rich variety of moths which are found on 
) heathland and in woodland, their life cycles and larval foodplants. 
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I would Tike to thank all those members who have supported the field meet ings, 
and especially Mrs M. Tiller and Mr Mark Spencer for their assistance in leading 
meetings.

Once again the New Forest has been the chief venue for mammalian meetings. 
With the exception of muntjac and Chinese Water deer, all the other species of 
deer, red, sika, fallow, roe have been stalked and studied at close range. At one 
meeting in April the absence of one deer prevented a top score of a century - the 
highest ever. A hare watch at Braemore was rewarding and resulted in the sight of 
32 hares. An expedition led by Mr Martin Noble, Head Forester, produced many toad 
tadpoles with their mouth parts clearly showing and frog tadpoles, three weeks 
older, had back legs well formed. From the leader's collection we were able to 
Study snakes, amphibians and lizards at close quarters. 

In May a visit was organised to Marwell Zoological Park where the well-being 
of endangered species is of paramount importance. We enjoyed the walk through the 
wallaby wood where their life style was discussed, and we were deafened by the 
noisy reception of the Siamang gibbons, their cry similar to that in the wild. 
Pride of place must be given to the enchanting meerkats (as seen recently on 
television) in their newly constructed enclosure. 

Lectures were given by the Chairman and others and were much appreciated. Mr 

'G. Teasdill spoke on dinosaurs and other huge Reptiles, of whom Tyrannosaurus Rex 
stood about 20 feet in bipedal stance. He described the different groups of 
dinosaurs and showed how climatic and environmental changes in the late cretaceous 

| period were disadvantageous to the specialised feeding of the dinosaurs and led to 
their disappearance. 

Mr Eames spoke on one of his Kenya Safaris and touched on several aspects of 
‘that country including the Rift Valley which cuts across Kenya from north to south, 

‘from the Dead Sea to Mozambique. He described the destruction of savanna grasslands 
swhich used to support millions of grazing animals. 

Mr G. and Mrs Alison Beck lectured on Wildlife of the Galapagos Islands. There 

sare 13 large islands, made famous by the visit of Charles Darwin on the Beagle in 
/1835 and his study of evolution. Some islands lie on the equator but are kept cool 
by the Humboldt current, and so penguins, fur seals and tropical birds are able to 
‘thrive there. We were interested in their slides of many aspects of life of the 
fauna and flora, and especially of the way the creatures adapt to secure their 
food, for instance the woodpecker finch which shapes and uses a twig as a tool to 
extract grubs from wood and the iguana whose flat facial features enable it~ to 
scrape seaweed from rocks, while its tail is laterally flattened to act as a 
rudder.

I am glad to be able to report that during the winter of 1987/88 no 
cancellation of Field Meetings due to severe weather was necessary - quite a change 
from the previous two seasons. However, prolonged wet conditions caused certain 
problems. 

We started the season with a visit to Radipole Lake and Lodmoor in October on 
a blustery and showery day. The Centre was open and we were invited in to eat our 
lunch in front of the big windows overlooking the mud where nine Greenshank were 
feeding. 

Rain curtailed our day at Stanpit in October but we were fortunate to see a 
Peregrine Falcon flying swiftly over the river in the morning, and rain again 
resulted in a very poor count of birds at Beaulieu Road in November. 

An excellent Hide now overlooking the shore at Shipstall Point, Arne, enab led 
us to see a good number of waders - such as big flocks of Black-tailed Godwit, Bar- 
tailed Godwit and Grey Plover, at the right state of the tide. 

Miss Gwen Hayball led a coach party on a very successful visit to Slimbridge 
Wildfowl Trust Grounds in January. There were a great many birds there apart from

the Collection, including a Lesser White Fronted Goose and a Great Skua. 

A change to fine and sunny weather brought good spotting for our visit to 
Farlington Marshes in February. It was exciting to see a Saker Falcon, a rare 
vagrant from the plains of Asia and the Middle East, flying over the marshes. A Gyr 
Falcon was reported to be in the area also. 

Our first Wheatear of the Spring was seen at Keyhaven in March, and some of 
the commoner summer migrants - Blackcap, Whitethroat, Lesser Whitethroat, Willow 
Warbler and Chiffchaff had arrived at Durlston in April. 

We were delighted to hear five Nightingales singing at the beginning of May at 
Martin Down, accompanied by a great deal of song from other birds, although it was 
a cloudy day. 

One of our most successful ventures was to Sherford Bridge on a beautiful 
evening in June, led by Mrs. Margaret Evelyn and John Lockwood, who knows the area 
well. We had splendid views of four Nightjars displaying over the heath and as a 
bonus a pair of Hobbies flew together from the nearby wood calling to each other in 
the dusk. 

On a visit to Stanpit Marshes in August we had close views of an Arctic Tern 
amongst Common Tern, giving a good opportunity to compare the bright red bill of 
the Arctic with the black and red bill of the Common Tern, a distinguishing 
feature. 

There was considerable activity at Keyhaven at the beginning of September 
after stormy weather - Pectoral Sandpiper, Little Gull and Little Stint were there 
with many of the commoner birds. 

Mr John Fair, Swanherd and Warden of the Abbotsbury Reserve, gave us a most 
absorbing lecture on The Fleet and its Wildlife at the end of February. 

Sadly we lost a keen and valuable member of our group by the death of Mr Bill 
Miils in June, 
| I have been very pleased to welcome a number of new members this year and I am 
‘most grateful to all those who have led Field Meetings for me and generally given 
their support to our Section.

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MUSEUM 


One of the greatest privileges of any curator is to be able to open drawers 
and cupboards freely and investigate the collections contained within them. 

This is especially true when the many objects are of a tactile nature, and can 
only realy come alive and mean anything when they are handled with care and love. 

Our collections contain such fragile materials as dried moths and butterflies, 
alongside minerals, rocks and fossils, and also include artifacts made by man many 
thousands of years ago, This in itself must thrill anyone who has not completely 
lost his soul. 

The cases of butterflies and moths provide an infinite variety of colour, 
Shape and size. Where variations occur, they are largely covered by the provision 
literally of hundreds of specimens of the same variety, carefully arranged, to 
jllustrate this point. The collection which was produced within the confines of 
Bournemouth itself is a condemnation of man and his so-called improvements, for it 
could never be made again, as some of the species are now extinct and one realises 
that we now live in an impoverished world. 

Thank goodness we at last see more natural, unsprayed verges to our roads, and 
there are those who are actively enriching our world, by judicious planting of 
flowering shrubs, and wild plants, which should take the pressure from some of the 
more endangered species. 

The tropical specimens are a delight to);the eye. When a drawer is completely 
removed, and the light allowed to play upon it, something of the beauty and colour 
of the tropical forest comes alive for a brief instant. 

The catologuing of the mineral and rock specimens has made one aware of the 
infinite variety of the very structure of our universe. Although slow and laborious, 
it has been undertaken with an immense amount of goodwill and cheerfulness, and we 
can now reap the rewards of this labour of love. It would take a very long time 
simply to glance through the specimens which we are privileged to hold in care for 
future generations, but the few to which my attention has been drawn have excited me 
to marvel at the intensity of colour, the variation of crystal shapes, and above al] 
at the beauty which is normally buried in our earth's crust. 

The various fossil collections remind me of my mid to late teens, when I spent 
much of my spare time collecting along the Dorset and other coasts. The wealth of 
our collections, however, is a grim reminder to me of my sheer amateurishness, 
although in my own defence, I must add that such collections will never again be 
possible, as especially in the Barton area slips and coastal defences mean that many 
of the layers which contained these specimens are lost forever unless something very 
drastic should happen. I still have one unfulfilled ambition and that is to spend 
time looking at the leaves and fruits collected from the Bournemouth cliffs, as it 
was an ambition of mine to actually find one of these specimens; but once again, I 
was born in the wrong period of time to have much chance of success. 

Our museum is attracting students. During the summer a group of young people, 
all at GCSE and A level stages, spent a worthwhile evening looking at and discussing 
our exhibits. This is to be followed by another group in the autumn and an enquiry 
has been made from the National Association for Gifted Children who hope to bring 
their ‘Dorset Explorers' group to our museum in the New Year. It is pleasing that 
young people are beginning to show an interest in our exhibits. An adult education 
group is planning a visit in October and perhaps new members may be persuaded to 
join. 

Thanks are very much due to all those members who worked so hard to make our 
Open Day the success that it surely was. Several new members have joined and 
considerable interest was shown by others, especially by some young families, which 
1S encouraging.
